President Roosevelt revealed to­ 
day a new official attitude toward 
government 
work 
projects, in ­ 
volving the construction of differ­ 
ent types of structures from those 
heretofore built. 
He said a t his press conference 
that prices of durable goods such 
as steel and copper were far too 
high and th a t it was tim e for the 
government to discourage expen­ 
ditures for them and encourage 
expenditures for consumer goods. 
He told a group of democratic 
congressmen Thursday, 
he said, 
that future public works funds 
should go for dredging, earthen 
dams and sim ilar projects rather 
than for such perm anent struc­ 
tures as steel bridges. 
This change, 
he said,

create a larger purchasing power 
for consumer goods.
